IF anybody got the impression, when

expediency or inexpediency ot such a 
coarse, and to instruct their delegates 
accordingly. 


The Party Paper. 


Some time ago we published and en- 


dorsed, an extract from a speech de- 
livered by Gen. Hays before tLe Bepub- 
liaan editorial association in Peoria, in 
which he assumed that no parly paper 
should take sides as between two man ot 
its own party, seeking a nomination f-r 
t:e same city, township or city offioe. 


We desire now to emphasize that 


sentiment, and empress it upon oar 
readeis. The REPUBLICAN has always 
made it a rale never to interfere, as be- 
tween Republicans asking the nomina- 
tion for the same offioe, for the reason 
that it believes that no paper that values 
party harmony, for the sake of party 
principles, and the good opinion of vot- 
ers of the party, can afford to do other- 
wise. With a conscientious party paper 
that regard's the interests ot ihe party 
as paramount to any individual interest, 
ooald, under any circumstances, lend 
itself to farther the desire of one Repub- 
lican to secure a nomination as against 
another. It is clearly within the duties 
ot the voters of the party to determine 
who its nominees shall be, bat it is never 
within the the prerogatives ot a patty 
jsper to do so. It is the duty ot the 
jsrty paper to support tickets after they 
are made by the voters, bat not to make 
them. But, however careful a party 
japer is along tbesa lines, it does not 
always esoapa unjust criticism from can- 
didates for nomination who are of a aas- 
>ioions disposition, and very often suoh 
candidates, in case they are defeated, 
ay the blame on the party newspaper, 
presumably for the reason that the party 
taper ia the only tangible thing in sight 
0 kick at. 


It is unfortunate for any party that 


mob men aspire to offioe, bat they dot 
nevertheless and it is noticeable taut as 
1 class, they are suspicions ot everybody 
ixoept the very class ot men upon whom 
hey ought to exercise their suspicions, 
namely, tense men who have the happy 
acuity of giving every candidate the 
kind of "taffy" they expect will leave 
he impression upon each that they are 
or him against all comers. The party 
paper cannot afford to indulge in the 
attyj business, and because it does not 
he suspicious candidate always suspects 
hat the party paper is covertly helping 
he other fellow. The suspicions candi- 
date banks on his suspicions, and comes 
o conclusions through the valueless and 
longerons medium ot bis suspicions, 
ie can magnify an imaginary mole hill 
nto a formidable mountain in a single 
sleepless night, and cause the mountain 
o haunt him like a nightmare and de- 
stroy his peace of mind. He can see the 
editor of the party newspaper behind 
losed doors, with a set of other fellows 
oncocting schemes to beat him; and 
finally gets himself in a frame of mind 
where he can go ont and declare, M a 
well-authenticated fact, a thing that 
never exiaited exoept in his own imagina- 


ion. 
There are such aspirants for nomina- 


tion in almost every community. They 
are dangerous men in any party; they 
are a butden to themselves and their 


'iends, if they have any. It would be 


well for every party, whenever a candi- 
date develops these idiosyncrasies, to re- 
sot his claim for preferment. It is not 
infrequent also, that when a man of this 
class is feeling his way to become a can- 
didate, he is advised to nonsuit the 
editor ot the party paper about it, with 
the view of bringing the paper to the 
support ot his candidacy; and when he 
consults the manager ot the paper, and 
ie falls to oome out flat-footed and My 
that the paper will support him, he goes 
away folly convinced that the paper is 
for the other fellow. 


Ihe party papers that stand up for 


the principles of the party every day in 
the year cannot tend itaaif to helping 
certain men in the party to preferment, 
until the party itself baa passed upon the 
question and madeatisket. There the 
irork of the party paper for men begin*. 
Tin honest party paper realize* that esc- 
didites are made by and for the people 


and that the patty was not mad* for 
men,

WASHINGTON LWTTBB. 


[From Our Beaviar Correspondent] 


WASHINGTON, March 5, 1894. 


Representative Grout, ot Vermont, in 


a speech on the Pennon Appropriation 
bill, now before the house, presented 
some statistics showing the pennon pol- 
icy of the present administration to be 
against the veterans in a way that can 
nut be truthfully 
contradicted. 
He 


called attention to the recent Democratic 
estimate that 926,000,000 would remain 
unexpended at the close ot the present 
fiscal year oat of the appropriations to 
pay pensions, "and significantly eoongh," 
said Mr. Qront, "that ia just about the 
amount Speaker Crisp said, in bis speech 
in favor ot the tariff bill, would be saved 
by reducing expenses." No Democrat 
attempted to reply to these statements, 
but Mr. Meredith, ot Virginia, made a 
foolish speech in which he repeated Mr.

Section 1—For the better protection 


of paved streets, alleys and other thor- 
oughfares in the City of Decntur, no ve- 
hicles of any description with felloes 
less than three inches in breadth shall 
be permitted to be drawn or pass over 
said pavement with B greiter burden 
than 4 000 net pounds weight. No vehi- 
cles ot any description with felloes and 
tires less than two and one-half inches in 
breadth shall be permitted to' be drawn 
or pass over the paved streets, alleys and 
thoroughfares with a greater burden 
than 3,000 net pounds weight. Every 
owner or driver ot ouch vehicles for 
burden which shall be drawn contrary to 
the true intent and meaning of the sec- 
tion shall for every lueh offense be fined 
not less than 96 nor more than 925, this 
section not to take effect until July 1.

ST. Louis, March 6.—Judge Woercer 


rendered a decisoion yesterday in the 
case of Gus V. R. Mechin, assignee of 
Michael Foerstel, against the estate of 
Edward Foerste!. The claimant ap- 
plied to recover t64,102.72, which was 
secured by the city on Michael Foer- 
stel's bond as treasurer. His bonds- 
men 
paid the amount, and Foer- 


stel made an assignment Then the 
claim against the estate of Edward 
Foerstel was filed in the probate 
court by Foerstel's assignee on the 
ground that Edward Foerstel was. the 
chief assistant of Michael Foerstel, 
when the latter was city treasurer, 
and was the only person who had ac- 
cess to the books, vaults, etc., equal to 
the treasurer himself. When the de- 
falcation was discovered it was shown 
that Edward Foerstel had been in the 
office during a period of thirty-six 
hours after his father left and just 
preceeding the time the deficit was dis- 
covered. The treasurer himself had 
not been in the office during that 
period. The point was made in the 
claim and proven that previous to his 
appointment as Assistant 
Treasurer 


Edward Foerstel had no property worth 
considering, and that during his in- 
cumbency was only paid a salary of ?2,- 
400 a year, yet at the time of his death 
it was found that he had made invest- 
ments 
to the 
amount of Ib0,000, 


mostly in the names of other persons. 
The proof was so overwhelming' that 
the deficit in the treasury was caused 
by Edward Foerstel that the claim 
•was allowed. This puts about fC4,000 
more into the assets of the assigned es- 
tate of Michael Foerstel, but just what 
the claim vrill be worth is hard to tell. 
The bondsmen who have to pay the 
judgment may recover something, but 
it is hard to tell ivhat the Edward 
Foer&tel estate is worth at the present 
time.

Tbe British Parliament Prorogued 


by the Queen 


K & SHORT SPEECH FROM THE THROKE 


Gladstone's Influence in the New Ap- 


pointments and Changes in the Cab- 


inet-The "Old Lady of Wind- 


sot" Severely Criticised. 


Parliament Prorogued. 


LONDON, March C.—The house of 


lords met at 1:30 p. m. The local gov- 
ernment bill received the royal as- 
sent, the queen's speech \vas read and 
the house adjourned. The speaker 
and the members of the house of com- 
mons were summoned to the house of 
lords to hear the queen's speech read. 
Mr. Labouchere and a half dozen 
other radicals remained behind. Later 
"the queen's speech was read in the 
house of commons and that body ad- 
journed. 


Lord Boaaberr Will Make a Statement 


of EUa Policy. 


LONDON, March 0.—The liberal mem- 


bers of parliament n ill meet on March 
12 at the foreign office. It is expected 
that Lord Rosebery will then make a 
statement of his policy. 


The United Press correspondent ob- 


tained last evening1 a confirmation of 
the report that John Morley had re- 
fused the India secretaryship because 
he did not wish any office which was 
isolated from the cause of Ireland. 
Sir Algernon West, Mr. Gladstone's 
intimate fiiend 
and companion at 


Biarritz, has been appointed to the 
privy council 


John Cowan, chairman of Mr Glad- 


stone's election committee in the Mid- 
lothian district, has received a baron- 
etcy. G. W. Spencer Littleton and G. 
H. Murray, private secretaries to Mr. 
Gladstone as first lood of the treasury, 
have been made companions of the Or- 
der of the Bath. 


The national liberal federation, con- 


sisting of a union of all the liberal as- 
sociations throughout the kingdom, 
has issued throiigh its executive a long1 
manifesto which eulogizes Mr. Glad- 
stone and has led the organization to 
follow his home rule plan. The mani- 
festo demands that no item of the 
party program be imperiled and closes 
with an expression of confidence in 
the ministry It contains no direct 
reference to the change in the pre- 
miership. 


The liberal and radical union of 


London met yesterday and passed res- 
olutions expressing deep respect for 
Mr. Gladstone, much gratitude at the 
success! of the party, and expressing^ 
confidence in Lord Rosebery and Sir 
William Harcourt. 
The union em- 


phasized the necessity of adhering to 
the party's declared programme and of 
carrying on th e campaign against the 
house of lords. 


George Howell, liberal member of 


parliament for the northeast division 
of Bethnal Green, addressed the meet- 
ing with much bitterness concerning 
Mr. Gladstone's retirement. It was de- 
plorable to contemplate the eagerness, 
he said, with which Mr. Gladstone had 
been hounded from office. 
I'- was 


useless to try longer to disguise the 
facts. The old lady of Windsor and 
several members of the cabinet had 
made no effort to keep the old loader 
at the front. What great damage Mr. 
Gladstone's retirement would do to 
his party was apparent to every un- 
prejudiced mind. Mr. Howell was in- 
terrupted almost constantly during 
his speech with cries of 
dissent 


and 
half-suppressed applause. He 


had hardly resumed his seat when 
Mr. Pemberly, delegate of the union, 
began another attack upon the queen. 
He said that she had summoned the 
Earl of Rosebery to take the premier- 
ship because the noble lord was about 
to marry a princess (the widowed 
Duchess of Albany).
